Tasker H. niiss, the position which 
he assumes ranking next to that of 
Chief of the General Staff, the most 
important In the gift of the Presi- 
dent. As Superintendent of West 
Point Oen. Barry inaugurated 
numerous tmprorements in that 
Institution, and he leaves to Col. 
Townsley the largest corps In point 
of numbers In the history of the 
academy. Gen. Barry Iravos West 
I'oint with the keenest regret, and 
the academy lia.i never had a more 
popular Superintendent. 

Oen. Barry Is the third youngest 
of the Major Generals now. on the 
active list of the army. Oen. Barry's 
rise to fame and position is often 
pointed out as a brilliant example 
of how a poor boy, without fortune 
and infliipntial friends, can go to 
the from in this country.

REAL CMMnM AT PIESENT 



Ulster la not opposed to homo 

rule. Instead a majority of the 
Pf?opIe of Ulster have iloclared In Its 
favof at every election since 1886, 
when the household suffrage law 
was passed. This is a fact' not- 
withstanding the cabled reporU 
that rister Is preparing to resist 
home rule by armed force. The 
threat to set up a provisional gov- 
ernment In Ulster and take up arms 
against the forces of the BritUh 
empire is hlghlF amusing to every 
person famillnr with conditions 
there. What are these conditionsf 
Ulster comprises nine countiee and 
Is represented in the Imperial Par- 
liament by thirty-three members. 
During two Parliaments the prov-' 
Ince has been represented by seven*- 
teen Home Rulers and sixteen 
Unionists. From 18sr, until 1892 
the figures were eighteen Home 
Rulers and fiftsen Unionists, while 
at present the repreeentation is 
sixteen Home Rulers and seventeen 
Unionists. Analysing the situation 
further. It Is found that five Ulster 
counties, Donegal, Tyrone, Ferman- 
agh, Cavan and Monaghan, are 
ovDrwheliningly Nationalist, while 
but three counties,. Antrim, Down 
and Armagh, are correspondingly 
rnlonist. The people of Derry are 
practically equally divided on the 
quostlon. In the five Nationalist 
counties there are but two 
t^nionlst districts, while in the three 
Cnionlst counties four districts 
are represented by Home Rulers. 
There is In Ulster much opposition 
to home rnle. That can not 
be denied, but the opposition Is 
oonflned almost entirely to the 
notheast comer. Antrim and Down, 

about half / of Derry. 
What the opposition lacks in num- 
bers It endeavora to make np tor in 

vociferous protests against an Irish 
Parliament. It does not hesitate to 
misstate the case, loudly proclaim- 
ing that Iilster will never submit to 
government In Dublin. AU this 
of course Is designed to arouse the 
sympathy of the English electors 
and thus defeat the home rule bill. 
Tho threats deceive no one, how- 
ever. The Bngliah aa well as the 
Irish people have grown accustomed 
to them. They are no more serious 
than those of 18i89, 1886 or 189». 

When Gladstone proposed the dls- 
csl alii i.sli mint of the Episcopal 
I'liiiri'Ii ill Ireland in IStiO similar 
ihri'at.-; were made. One reverend 
gentlemai^ declared the Orangemen 
"would kick the Queen's crown into 
the Boyne" if she dared to sign the 
disestahiishmont hill. The Mil ho. 
came law, and neither the Qnesa 
nor hir crown was molested. In- 
stead the law waa obeyed and all 
hands now concede that It waa a 
beneficent measure for ohureh and 
country alike. 

Gladstone's first homo rale bill 
In 1886 was received with a storm 
of execration la Orange cireles. 
Threats of robettlon were openfy 
made. Lord Randolph Churchill, 
father of the present War Minister, 
crossed over to Belfast and urged 
resistance. He declared "ITlster 
will fight and Ulster will be right," 
apparently blissfully unconscious of 
the fact that at the moment eigh- 
teen o« Ulators* thirtyHhree mem- 
bers were Homo Rulers. William 
Johnston, then leader of the 
Orangemen, talked of "lining the 
ditches" north of the Hoyne. He 
said they would go Into battle "with 
a Hible in one hand and a sword In 
the other " When later their mis- 
guided followers threw Belfast into 
turmoil, wrecking and burning bosi* 
ness houses, the leaders Isft tham 
to thofar fUo. 

Again la ISOS, when the aaeond 
home rule bill was before Parlia- 
ment, similar scenes were enastod. 
The rioting this time was onrked in 
a brief period and comparatively 
little damage waa done. 

With the introduotton of the third 
home rule bill came a recurrence of 
the hlttff and bluatar so frequaatly 
heard in the past.
